Intelsat License LLC seeks modification of the authorization for its Horizons 2 space station by extending its license term through February 7,
2028. Horizons 2 provides fixed-satellite service at the 73.8° W.L. orbital location in the 11.7-12.2 GHz (space-to-Earth), and 14.0-14.5 GHz
(Earth-to-space) frequency bands. Horizons 2 conducts telemetry, tracking, and command operations using the following center frequencies:
12.1960 GHz and 12.19863 GHz (space-to-Earth), and 14.0005 GHz and 14.4995 GHz (Earth-to-space).
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
